ELIZABETHAN TBAVEL. 


The art of road-making was not known i 


tha realm of Qtiee'n Elizabeth. 
What they 


were pleased to call loads then were mere deep 
ly-ruttefl tracks, almost or altogether impassa 
ble in bad weather. The country was still "en 
erally unenclosed ; and all that could bo done 
when the ruts became too deep for endurance 
was to e&ay a fresh track by the side of the 
old one. Some statutes indeed had 
be'ei 


passed in the reign of Henry the Eight, designei 
to improve certain thoroughfares of notoriou 
badness, and an act of a more geuer.il applied 
lion had been passed in the icign of Queei 
Mary ; but little or nothing had come of them 
J he description given in the preamble of thi 
statute of 1535 remained still true: "High 
ways are both very noisomo and tedious "t 
travel in, and dangerous (o ail passengers am 
carriages." We have not yet learned to con- 
trol our rivers, and it is still possible sometimet 
;o see wide lakes extending over the land—but 
jhis was a common Elizabethan spectacle 
Often then, and many a time after, locomotion 
was completely intercepted by floods. Not so 
very seldom might it be said lhat the " conta- 
ious fogs "

he wash at Cheshunt, though we rode lo tho 
addle-skirts lor a considerable way, but got 
afe to Waltham Cross, where we lodged.'1

Carriers' carts of a sort did struggle along; 


ml, for the most part, movement was aocom- 
ilished on foot or on hoiseback, and cunvey- 
nce of goods bv pack-horses. 
Jlorse-htters 


vere occasionally used. 
Coaches are said to 


lave been introduced by Booraen, Queen'Eliz- 
botu's own coachman, but they weie little bet- 
er, as Mr. Smiles remarks, than carts without 
pi ings, the body resting solid upon the axles. 
Vnd those who used Uiern paid a bitter penalty 
or the luxury. At one of the lirst audiences 
•liieh the queen gave to the French Ambassa- 
or, in 1508, she feelingly decribed to him " Ihe 
ching pains she was sutl'erinz in consequence 
f having been knocked a'bout in a coach 
?hich had been driven a little too fast, only a 
ew dnys bofoio." About a century later tl.e 
ubllc vehicles were popularly known as " hell- 
arts," and, no doubt, well deserved the name. 
)ne grave objection to wheels was, it seems, 
hat they broke up the roads! " King James," 
ays Mr. Huberts, " proclaimed that carts and 
•agous with four wheels, carrying excessive 
urlhens, so galled Iho highways'and the very 
oundations oi bridges that the king denounced 
bem to the judges as common nuisance, 
gainst the weal public^and the use of them an 
ffunce. By this proclamation of James I., in 
he year 1022, no earner was to tiavel with a 
onr-wbeeled wagon, but only with a catt hav- 
ig two wheels, and only to carry 20 cwt. 
,ny one tiansgiessing this was to be.punisbed." 
U Weymouth, in 1080, " the authorities passed 


bye-law, that no brewers were to bind the 
'heels.of their carts with iron, as it wore 
A'ay the pitching of the streets. 
Precisely 


itnilar was the complaint against hackney- 
oaches, 1(538, viz: that they broke up tho 
treets. . . . It having been thought proper 
0 ordain In the year 1062; that the wheels of 
ach cart or wagon should be four.'inches in, 
yre, this was found to be impracticable, for in 
ouic parts the ruts could not receive such 
vheels, nor could the caniages pass. A proc- 
imatioii stayed the prosecution of oflenders 
III the' furthei order ot Parliament." In the 
llizabethan age the fact was that the roads 
ould not bear the coaches, and the coaches 
>uHl iloi Uear the roads; so there was but lit- 
le traffic iu that way, tbat fearful institution, 
ie stage-coach, being a later biith of time. 
We have at> incidental picture of the travel- 
ng equestrian of the seventeenth century in 
book, quoted by Mr. Smiles, called "The 


jtrand Concern of England Explained in Sev- 
ral- Proposals to Parliament," published in 
373, denouncing stage coaches and caravans, 
'he writer, said to be one John Gressot, of the 
harterhouse, insists that stage-coaches were 
uinoua to trade, " for that most gentlemen, be- 
ore they travelled in coaches, used to ride wilh 
words, belts, pistols, bolsteis, poi teman'teaus, 
ud bat cases, (a heavy cargo this !) -which in 
icse coaches they have little or no occasion 
or; for, when they rode on hoiseback, they 
ode in one suit and carried another to wear 
when they catne to their journey'y end, or lay 


y the way ; but iu coaches, a silk suit and an 
udian gown, with a sash, silk stockings, and 
eaver hats, men ride-in and carry no other 
/Kb them, because they escajxS tho wet and 
in, which on horseback they cannot avoid; 
whereas, in two -or tliree journeys on horse- 
ack their clothes and hats were went to be 
ooiled; which done, they were forced to have 
ew very often, and-that increased the con- 
luptiou of the manufactures and the ein- 
loyment of the manufacturer, which travel- 
ug in coaches doth iu no way do." 
Certainly it was not all plain sailing, for the

was altogether impassible in time past by rea- 
on of,trees, 'until that* Leofstane, Abbot of 
St. Alban's, did eat ,th«m down,.because they- 
yielded a place of refuge for thiaves.'.' But'this 


roverb'ls now antiquated as to" .'the truth' 
hereof, Buckinghamshire.affording as many 
naiden assiaes as any locality of equal popu- 
ousnesB. Tea, bear hoVihe pluadeth for her- 
elf lhat iuch highwaymen were never her ua,- 
iv«8, but fled thither, for their shelter outof 
neighboring counties." We may quite admit 
he truth of Fuller's latter remark, without be- 
leving that highway robbery was at all-rare in 
be county of which he srteiki.

ESOK—Wehavobccnfrequenlly asked : " What 
is tho difference between a railroad dining car 
and a Pullman Hotel car?" Tint Ihcre is a 
vast difference Is well known by thoaa who have 
had occasion toiuse either; but the umruvollnd 
public are not fully advised us to the difference. 
J he old-fiishionod lailroad cat Ing-homo is, alas ' 
too wt-ll known; its' peculiar, hastily oat.m 
moals have been partaken of by too many thous- 
ands to bo forgotten. Tho dining car, then, is 
this well-known eating-house placed on wheels, 
attached to the train at the usual meal hours, 
and hauled along for thirty, forty or sixty miles, 
until the meal has been served, when it Is set 
oil ou a side-track, and is by tho next train 
Imulod back to its starting point, and so It runs 
a few miles for each'meal. To got moals In 
this car tho passenger has to work his way 
through the train wltile ilia wider/uN motion 
—pass from car to car, running the risks of fall- 
ing between tlicplatfoims, and llnall- finding 
the car at tho rear of the train. Then comes 
the meal, which must be hurtled through with 
to give chance for other hungry passongors lo 
take your place, and you must force your way 
back to your seal, and aguln run tho risks of 
your platform passage while the ttaln Is at full 
speed. In such curs you pay seventy-five cents 
for each uieal, oven if you lake or need only a 
cup of coftee and a cracker. Boar In mind, in 
no case do those dining cars accompany the 
train from starting point to destination. They 
are always "cut off" and taken on as we 
have descilhed. With tho Pullman Hotel 
car the case is different in every respect. These 
cara are sixty to sixty-six feet long, have sixteen 
wheels under each, arc built stione, so as to in- 
sure steady, quiet running, without tho usual 
unpleasant sldi> motion. Each llotel car con- 
tains, In the ordoV named, tho following coui- 
paitmotits:

OPENING OF THE PERMANENT EXPO.

JSntTpji'GAr.Errj:;—When y'o goodly William 
Pciin quaintly trusted that Philadelphia would be- 
come a"groene countrye sowne" an unconscious 
prophecy waa-ochoed from Uie emlaently.rospectable 
hroodttrlm. Though grown of a geographically, in- 
dustriaily and commercially, Philadelphia for al- 
Most a century closely roaernblod a " countrye 
towne," and withal a very green one, until in 1870, 
•ho suddenly developed into a metropolis. 'All the 
world was then amazed at tlie unexpected Indica- 
tions of Yankee enterprise and energy everywhere 
visible. The Inertia of other years was apparent 
only and the Centennial Exhibition was the natural 
outgrowth of a modest, quiet, but not dormant spirit 
already felt In numberless directions of h uman efl'ort. 
The sweets of public recognition arid adulation, once 
tasted, the Centennial season had scarcely closed 
before ten thousand tongues clamored for the perpe- 
tuity of tlie superb cosmos of wonders, and ere tlio 
eventful year faded into tho mighty past, the Exhi- 
bition was no longer a vagtte suggestion, but a pi e- 
destlned fact.

FATAL FALL OF A COUKT-HOUSE—The 


Winnebdgo County Court-house, at Koekford, 
111., the pride of the town, is now a monument 
of criminal iucompetency. The building was 
not yet under a roof and a massive Blone cor- 
nice which preceded the roof was on Friday 
being put on. Just as the keystone was being 
placed in the dome of tlie main pavilion the 
brick work between the iron and stone Rave 
way, and the entire dome and interior walls of 
the structure came crumbling down with a ter- 
rible crash, which was heard nearly a mile 
away. It appears that the lower Bvick walls 
were crushed by tlie weight of the upper ma- 
sonry, and crumbled like so much ntren mor- 
tar, bringing with them I he entire interior of 
tlie buifdlng, all the rafters of corrugated iron, 
the ceiling of every room with its concrete fil- 
ling, and the iron joists. The scattoldingcame 
down with a terrific crash, biinging with it 
nearly all the workmen who were engaged ou 
the top of the building.
